My recent” remarks on 
have aroused a good 
I am glad to be able to supplement them 
by an account which I have received 
of some records made by Dublin men in 
the past. The first of these feats was 
achieved by Henry Chichester Hart, of 
Dublin University, ‘some time in the late 
eighties. Hart, who was responsible for 
several treatises on the flora of Ireland, 
was a walker and climber of great ex- 
perience, a member of the Alpine Club, 
and a Fellow of the Linnean Society. One 
evening, during a discussion in the 
Common Room of Trinity, he accepted a 
wager to the effect that he would not walk 
from Terenure to the top of Lugnaquilla 
and back again, within twenty-four hours. 
Accompanied by Sir Frederick Cullinan, 
who was one of the earlier climbers of 
the Matterhorn in 1877. Hart lef 
Terenure at 10 p.m. on the date arranged, 
and proceeded to Lugnaauilla, ria Laragh 
and Glenmalure. Having climbed the 
mountain, he and his companion 
returned, walking over the summits’ of 
Tonelagee and Mullaghcleevaun, through 
Ballinascorney Gap to Terenure, where 
they arrived in twenty-three hours and 
fifty minutes after the start, having taken 
one and a half hours for rest and food at 
Dramgoff on the way out, and thirty-five 
minutes at Ballinascorney on the way 
back. Cullinan, as Hart handsomely 
admitted, was the fresher of the two at 
the finish. 


Ghe Spirit of Emulation. 


For nearly forty years this record 
remained unbroken, mainly, I imagine, 
because the men who had established it 
were expert mountaineers, and Hart, at 
least, knew every foot of the ground in 
County Wicklow, as. indeed, he did in 
every mountain range in Irelard. To him, 
for instance, it was a pleasant day’s 
stroll to leave Dunfanaghy in the morn- 
ing, cross over Muckish, Altan and 
Errigal, and reach the Gweedore Hotel by 
night. i 

Eventually, about fifteen years ago, two 
Dublin men—Mr. Sam Cunningham and 
Mr. J. J. Cronin—decided to make an 
attempt on Hart’s record. After a 
period of training by means of shorter 
trips over the same terrain, they 
set out from Terenure at 10 p.m. 
on the night of June 2nd, 1917. Glen- 
malure was reached about half-past seven 
next morning, and, after some rest and 
food, the two adventurers began the 
ascent of Lugnaquilla. 7 


Lost on the ACountain. 


Up to that hour the weather had been 
fine, but before they arrived at the 
summit rain came down in torrents. Nor 
was this their only trouble; in a short 
while they were enveloped in a thick mist 
which blotted out every object within a 
radius of two or-three yards. Under 
these conditions, they got off their 
route, and after wandering about for 
some time, discovered, through the pre- 
sence of empty shell-cases on the ground, 
that they were on the artillery ranges in 
the Glen of Imaal. By keeping to what 
they believed to be a northerly direction. 
the walkers eventually struck the path 
which leads over the shoulder of the 
mountain between Glenmalure_ and 
Donard, and reached their camp at 
Killystown, in Glenmalure, at 1 p.m. on 
June 3rd. 


A KMasgnificent Failure. 


Needless to say, the hours of aimless 
wandering on Lugnaquilla had destroyed 
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the mountain. In failing to lower one 
record, he had established another, 
although he does not wish to assume credit 
for having done more than a “ decent 
walk.” It may be of interest to those who 
feel the slowing-down process. said to be 
incidental to middle age to learn that at 
the time of this great achievement Mr. 
Cunningham was in his forty-seventh year. 


The Record “Broken. 


- About a fortnight later a second attempt 
on ‘‘ Hart’s Walk ” was made by Messrs. 
Cunningham and Cronin, but had to be 
abandoned owing to heavy rain. How- 
ever, on the 30th June, 1917, Cronin made 
his third, and successful attempt. Mr. 
Cunningham, through pressure of business, 
was unable to accompany him, but they 
met in Glenmalure, and climbed Lyugna- 
quilla together in l:hour 21 minutes. A)! 
through this walk the weather was ideal, 
so that Cronin was able to adhere strictly 
to the route. He eventually arrived in 
Terenure, having beaten Hart's record by 
three. hours.

A Great Athlete. 


I am sorry that this narrative has to 
record the passing of that fine athlete, 
J. J. Cronin, about six months ago. A 
good cross-conntry runner, as well as a 
powerful’ walker over rough country, he 
was a man of remarkably light build, and 
it is interesting to note that he favoured 
a vegetarian diet. In spite «of careful 
training, he lost six pounds in weight 
during the Lugnaquilla walk. \ Perhaps, 
some of the vounger generation may trv 
to emulate his record, hut here a word 
of warning is necessary. Such feats should 
only be undertaken, after special training, 
by those who have acquired a good know- 
ledge of the ground to be covered. T'e | 
distances which I have given are only 
map measurements, and would prove te 
be much longer in actual experience.

IN HARMONY WITH THE 
CHRISTIAN CREED. 


A series of lectures under the auspices of 
the British-Israel Federation (South Irish 
branch) was begun in the C.M.§. Hall, 
Molesworth street, yesterday, by the Rev. 
R. G. F. Waddington, M.A. Rector of 
Christ Church, Bradford. 

In his opening remarks, Mr. Waddington 
said that teachers and lecturers of the British- 
Israel World Federation whole-heartedly and 
sincerely accepted the doctrine of the 
Christian Church. They were not a new 
Church, and were not, in the strictest sense, 
a separate organisation. They sought to con- 
vince members of the Christian Church of 
British-Israel teaching, without even intend- 
ing to bring them out of their own. par- 
ticular denomination. A member of the 
Charch of England, of the Church of 
Ireland, a Baptist, a Wesleyan, or a 
Cengregationalist could quite easily accept 
the teaching of the British-Israel World 
Federation without in any sense detracting 
from his own particular point of view as a 
whurchman. 

was, therefore, quite possible for him 
as an ordained Anglican minister to hold 
fast with the strongest possible convictions 
his belief and his teaching on the Christian 
creed and to proclaim the British-Israel 
Federation as wholeheartedly im harmony 
with the Christian creed. The reason for 
that was that they based their Christian 
teaching on the Bible, and even so terrible 
a smodernist as Dr. Barnes, the Bishop of 
Birmingham, took the Bible as his text book, 
however much he criticised or found fault 
with many ideas expressed in the Bible. 
Even the Roman Church, with all its claims 
to special privileges and infallibility, went 


_back to the Bible. 


Discussing the Virgin birth, Mr. Wadding- 
ton said that if they were Christiahs they 
must accept Our Lord’s teaching concerning 
Himself, and He spoke of Himself as the 
Only Begotten Son of the Father. He 
claimed no earthly father and admitted none 
—He claimed God as His Father. If they 
took the words of the Scripture to mean 
what they said, then the claims of Our Lord 
riust be admitted. 

Dealing with those who called themselves 
Christians, but who said that modern science 
tended to preclude the idea of the Virgin 
birth, Mr. Waddington said that a great 


' Many people were inclined to lay too much 


stress on what modern science professed to 
know or believe, but it would be well to 
remember that science’ was _ everlastingly 
changing its mind, and that many who went 
by the name of scientists were at variance 
among themselves. He referred to the 
acceptance by scientists successively of the 
atomic, ionic, electron and relativity theories 
as the latest word in science, but: even 
Einstein had now abandoned his theory of 
relativity.

ON ITS SIGNIFICANCE. 
- ——€ CF .- ' 
| IR CHARLES GRANT ROBERTSON, 


University, who is the Lady Ardilaun 
Lecturet at Alexandra College, Dublin, this 
| year, delivered the first of the lectures yes- 
i! terday, when he discussed the significance of 
the Renaissance iod in France, from the 
death of Louis XI. to Francis I. ‘The history 
of France during this period (1485-1560) will 
be dealt with in his subsequent lectures. 

This period, Principal Robertson said, was 
self-contained, and, like all periods of history, 
had one big hinge on what preceded it and 
another big hinge on what followed it. If 
they looked at the period as a whole they 
would see that all the way through they 
were marching almost with a kind of in- 
evitability to a tragic situation. France 
found herself in 1560 with that tragic situa- 
tion developed, and the next thirty-eight 
ears at least were occupied in endeavour- 
ing to work it out 
e one great issue after 1560 was: Is 
France going to be predominantly Roman 
Catholic, or, like other countries in Europe, 
inantly, but not wholly, Protestant, 
or something half-way between the two? 
Was she to find the solution to the religious 
conflict in toleration? It had thus been 
settled in Germany already, said the lec- 


turer. 

If they looked at France at Louis XI.’s 
death, and again in 1559, it was perfectly ob- 
vious that all sorts of important things. had 
happened, and that there had been a great 
change. It was not clear in what important 
ang CTA that change had established itself 
in 1483, bat it was clear in 1559. The lecturer 
yg FAR: that there had been a vital change 
in the whole political structure and in the 
character of the monarchy and in the French 
mind. They had passed definitely from the 
medieval mind to the beginnings of the 
modern mind. 


POLITICAL AND CULTURAL 
UNITY. 


Principal Robertson added that it was 
Calvin more than anyone else who managed 
to insist that this issue of the Roman 
Catholic Church against the Reformed 
Church should be an issue which France 
could not burke, could not evade, and must 
answer. 

‘The making of a nationality and the 
making ofa national mind, and endeavouring 
tó ‘determine the forces,” said the lecturer, 
that make a nationality and build up in a 
period or series of weriods a particular mind 
af its own character to a people living in a 
definable area—that is really what was in the 
crucible between 1483 and 1560. Whatever 
we may say about their racial characteristics, 
they have, through the political forces, got 
a political unity and a cultural unity, so 
that the political mind is a reflection of the 
eultural mind and the cultural mind is mak- 
ing the political mind.”’ 

He did not suggest—it would be absurd 
to do so—that there had not been forces 
making the French mind before that period, 
but it was the forces that were working dur- 
ing that period and the ‘reaction of the 
French to that . period which ultimately 
would give a decisive answer to the question 
of that period, By 1560 the French were 
sufficiently unified in their political organisa- 
tion and cultural development to be selí- 
conscious of being French in that sense in 
which they were not in 1483.

to French foreign policy during 
that period, he said that it was: significant, 
fer it remained the same to this day. With. 
regard to the Italian wars, he said that 
medern French historians had declared that 
the foreign policy of France, particularly in 
is obsession with Italy, was a profound mis- 
take, because it diverted France from what 
ought te be her true objective, making the 
North-East frontier between France and 
Picardy more secure. Every successful in- 
yader, from Clovis to Wilhelm II., entered 
from the North-East, except the English, 
Those historians then 
said that the light seemed to break towards 
the reign of Henry II 

There must be some reason, howeyer, for 
this, said the lecturer. From 1494 to 1512 
it was one business; from 1520. it was 
another. Something had happened in 1519: 
which made it very different from what it 
was before. There was an Italian expedition 
in 1494 with a military promenade right 
down to Naples. Then they got a reaction, 
and all united to turn them out. Henry re- 
nounced his claims. to the Duchy of Milan 
in 1519.

THE EARLY THIRTIES.

GUSTAV KOBBE. 


A request made in this column last week 
for information about a handbook ‘compiled 
by one Gustav Kobbé as a key to the 
thematic material of Wagner's music-drama 
has been answered by kind correspondents.

SCIENTIFIC PROGRESS.

ITS DEPENDENCE ON 
INSTRUMENTS. 


“ScienTific Instruments and 
Progress’’ was the subject of a paper 
delivered at a meeting of the Dublin Univer- 
sity Experimental Science Association last 
night by Mr. H..J. J. Braddick, M.A., 
Ph.D., President of the Association. Mr. 
J. M. Henrv, M.A., F.,T.C.D., presided. 

Mr. Braddick said that science was con- 
cernéd with a particular method of exploring 
rature, and, he asked, how far did the 
progress of science depend on instruments 
and how far did new knowledge depend on 
the inveftion of new forms of instruments? 

Probably dependénee on instruments. was 
increasing, Mr. Braddick said, and a new 
technique commonly went with a great 
accelération of progress. At the end of the 
last century physcs was in a state of 
finality, and the flood of work on atomic 
physics was loosed by the application of the 
vacuum technique. 

Mr, RBeaddick described the microscope and 
the delic te electrical measuring mstruments, 
he former was having its usefulness further 
pushed, he said, by the use of ultra-violet 
light; the latter had already reached the 
limits fixed by the laws of nature. He also 
referred to the large field of high vacuum 
technique, in which all phenomena hecame 
simpler, although the methods employed 
were increasingly difficult.

A CENTRAL BANK? 


At the resumption of the public session 
last night, Mr. McMahon (Nenagh) moved 
that a Central Bank, controlled by the Free 
State Government, be established, with a 
view to providing better credit facilities for 
Irish industries and securing the freedom of 
the country’s finances from foreign control. 

Mr. McMahon said that he would like to 
point out that at the present time the British 
pound, to which this country was anchored, 
was only worth 13s, in America, and about 
the same in other countries throughout 
-the world, Consequently. purchasing power 
here was inoperative, so that if they had 
their own currency they would be as well 
off, if not better. One of the. principal 
policies of Fianna Fail was to foster new 
industries, but the present banks used money 
for the benefit of industries outside this 


country. i i 
Mr. Delaney (Leix) seconded the motion. 


The Rev. Father Holohan did not think 
that tie Government could carry out its 
economic policy if it had no central bank. 
This would be better than any political or 
sentimental freedom. They should cut them- 
selves completely oí from the Old Lady of 
Threadneedle street.. They must be able to 
put money into circulation independent of 
the Bank of England. The only way they 
could get over the difficulty of the Jewish 
financiers, who controlled the credit of the 
world, was to have a currency independent 
of the hanks. 

Mr. J. Dillon, Sandymount, said that an 
immediate effort should be made to stop the 
gold which was at present leaving. the 
country. The Government should prohibit 
gold from gong out of the country.

Mr. Clarke (Ballybunion) suggested’ that 
the Government should set up a commiss on 
to examine the present pr sag of the banks 
in this country; most of them had got their 
headquarters in Threadneedle street. Political 
freedom was one! thing and economic freedom 
another—one should be the complement of 
the other. He hoped that this quest on 
would receive the consideration of the 
Government in the near future. 

Mr. P. O’Maille said that there was very 
little use in having political freedom if they 
had not economic freedom. They all knew 
that the banks in this country, instead 
of operating for the benefit of the Irish 
people, took their orders from people on the 
other side. They ‘lent money here at one 
and two per cent. higher than money was 
lent in England. It was for the Government 
to deal with this matter. They could win 
this economic fight if they had the courage 
of their convictions; for what could not be 
made easy in ordinary times could be made 
possible in revolutionary times, “such as this 
country was now going through. 

Senator Comyn said that the news they 
had received that day created a national 
emergency, and they ought to look after 
their currency at this time. They must have 
employment, and he did not see how they 
could get employment without looking into 
their currency.

It was alleged that payments were made 
in respect of Broad Mills without any in-

MELBOURNE, Tuesday. 

A protest meeting against the reduction 
of naval pay, under the Financial Emer- 
gency Act, was held to-night by two 
hundred ratings of the Royal Aus- 
tralian Navy, who walked ashore 
from. the warships moored at Prince's 
Pier. The officers have urged the men 
not to do anything to suggest a mutiny, 
but some of the spokesmen of the sailors 
have threatened that, unless their griev- 
ances are remedied, definite action will be 
taken by some thtee thousand ratings 
who are affected by the pay cuts. . 

After they had discussed their demands 
and formed a welfare committee this even- 
ing, the ratings were induced by their 
leaders to return to their ships, which 
are due to sail for Jervis Bay in the 
morning. 

To-night’s action is the culmination of 
the demand by the sailors for the restora- 
tion of a portion of the amounts by which 
their pay has been reduced. It is stated 
that further meetings of the Welfare Com- 
mittee will be held on Friday afternoon 
on the arrival of the ships at Jervis Bay.

Arthur Leopold, night porter in the 
Kildare Street Club, said that he would rather 
swear that Scollen was sober than that he 
was drunk. He seemed more excited over 
- ladies who were in the car than anything 
else, 
Joseph Scollen (the appellant) said there 
were three ladies in the car. His head and 
leg were injured in the collision with the 
car, which approached from Grafton street. 
“ When the police sergeant came on the 
scene,” said the witness, ‘‘ he asked: ‘ Who 
are the moths?’ I replied : ' You are making 
a mistake. 1 do not wish the ladies to be 
referred to as moths.’ ”’ 
Cross-examined, the appellant said that he 
did not refuse to give his name and address, 
and that he was quite sober at the police 
station. He had asked to have Dr. Burke, of 
Clontarf, and when told that he was not avail- 
able he said that any doctor would do. 
Affirming the conviction, Judge Davitt said 


that there was no medical testimony offered 
as to the comparison between the effects of 
shock occasioned by the accident and the 
effects of drink. | 


RESIDENTS IN REVOLT. 


DANCE HALL NUISANCE IN 
DRUMCONDRA. 


Application for a dancing and music licence 
was made by Mr, Thomas A. White on behalf 
of the committee’ owning the premises 
18 Claude road, Drumcondra. The applica- 
tion was opposed by the Guards and by a 
large number of residents in the road. 

r. John Cnsack (Messrs. Crowley, Bolger 
and Cusack), for the applicant, said that the 
premises were really a parish recreation: hall, 
under the management of a committee, with 
the Right Rev. Monsignor Waters in charge. 
Games were played in the hall, and dances 
and concerts were promoted in aid of the 
funds of the Badminton and other clubs con- 
nected with the parish. á 

Guard Joseph Mahon (HHD) gave evidence 
of noise caused by motor eaT™ between 10 p.m, 
and midnight on the 22nd and 28th October 
outs'!s the,hall. It took fifteen. minutes to 
start one car, and while it was hesitating 
about moving a man put his head out of a 
bedroom window close by and appealed to 
the driver to ‘‘ take it away for God's sake.” 
The witness said that he had seen men coming 
out of the dance hall and go to a motor car. 
then put bottlea to their mouths and throw 
them on the sidewalk. He had seen ten or 
twelve bottles there later. ; 

Mr. E. J. Kelleher, oí 17 Claude rcad, in 
evidence, said that every week last year there 
were lines of motor cars three deep along the 
road at night, and drinking was taking place 
in them. He had seen one man who did 
not leave a car for an hour or an hour and a 
half, and who was apparently there for the 
purpose of supplying drink to men coming 
out of the hall, One night there was a fight 
in the hall, and it was continued on the 
street, with a mob gathered around. 

Mr. Cusack said that the committee did 
not wish to. have any controversy with 
parishioners. If. the opposition were p 
sisted in the application would be withdrawn ; 
but he thought a music licence in connection 
with plays and .concerts. should be granted. 

i Kventually the entire application was with- 
rawn. 


DUN LAOGHAIRE HOTEL 
LICENCE. 

A new licence was granted to Mrs. Mary 
Coldwell, in respect of Ross’s Hotel, Dun 
Laoghaire. When the application was made 
it was opposed by the Guards on the ground 
that there. were already sufficient licensed 
houses in the borough, and by a ‘‘parishioncr’’ 
and the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Pro- 
tection Association on the ground that a new 
hotel licence was. not required. 

In his reserved judgment, Judge Davitt 
said that there was no doubt that in one 
sense there were sufficient ordinary licenc-s 
in un Laoghaire, but Dun Laoghaire was in 
a peculiar position. It was not only a town- 
ship; earnest efforts were being mada to con- 
vert it MWto a first-class holiday seaside 
resort. “There was hitherto only one big hotel 
with a licence, the Royal Marine—excellently 
managed and quite capable of accommodating 
all its own clients and customers—but he was 
satisfied that in the circumstances he was 
justified in granting a licence to Ross's Hotel. 
He was also satisfied that if any disadvantages 
resulted from his decision they would be more 
than offset by the advantages. 

Mr, Martin Maguire, K.C, (inst-ucted by 
mr. Cl -m. w yle), appeared for the 
applicant; Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. 
P. Cunniam (instructed by Mr. P. F. O'Reilly) 
for the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Asso- 
ciation, and Mr, T. Clarke (Chief Solicitor’s 
Department) for the Garda Siochana. 


ALTERATIONS TO PREMISES. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 
Michael Neville, 15 Dalymount, North 
Circular road, appealed against an order of 
Mr Hannan, D.J., in the District Court, 
imposing a fine of £2 on a summons alleging 
a breach of the Corporation by-laws by 
making an alteration in the premises mentioned 
and erecting a shed at the rear without 
having lodged plans beforehand with the City 
Architect's Department. Part of the altera- 
tion consisted of converting the front parlour 
into a shop. 

The Judge said that inasmuch as the buil:’- 
ing had not been erected under the Public 
Health Act, the appellant: succeeded in that 
part of the case which referred to the con- 
struction of the shop. As to the construction 
of the shed, in regard to which several com- 
plaints had been made by residents in the 
vicinity, the order of the District Justice 
imposing a fine of £2 would be affirmed, and 
the appellant should pay £2 costs. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, Assistant Law Agent; 
appeared for the Corporation, and Mr. Mur- 
nane (instrueted by Mr. Gerald Byrne) for 
the appellant. 


REFUSE COMPLAINT. 

Patrick J. Gaffney, 49 Upper Gardiner 
street, appealed from an order of the District 
Justice, fining him £2 for having placed a 
quantity of houge refuse on the public road 
in front of his premises, and leaving it there 
after he was requested to remove it by the 
sanitary authority on the morning of May 
2nd last. 

The Judge found that Mr. Gaffney had 
broken the law by putting the cardboard 


boxes filled with rubbish on the public high- 
way, and affirmed the conviction, with £2 
costs.

VON PAPEN’S VIEW. 


Chancellor von Papen was-.the guest at 


luncheon to-day of the foreign journalists 


of Berlin, and took the opportunity of. 
making his first public pronouncement, 
since the election. 

His view of the result was, he said, that 
there, had been a satisfactory, inarease of 
understanding of the Government's work. 
No party could now assume that it had a 
right to sole authority in Germany. The- 
objects of the Government, as they had. 
recently been explained, would be:carried 
through unchanged. No nation was more 
in danger of being misunderstood than 
Germany, and he claimed that the action. 
of the war victors, which had imposed 
many humiliations on successive German 
Governments, was to a great extent respon=- 
sible for the general radicalisation in 
Germany and the acute internal position. 
Germany's central position in Europe 
meant that all her economic and political 
troubles affected the rest of the countries 
of Europe and most of the world. It must 
be emphasised that peace and order could 
not prevail in Europe until the German. 
people-had been guaranteed a peaceful and 
secure development. Germany must insist 
upon equality among the nations. She 
could not, fourteen years after the end of 
the war, still be kept in the réle of the 
conquered. 


“OUR ABSOLUTE RIGHT.” 

“ We demand the same rights which all 
others have, not as an act of mercy, but as 
our absolute right,’’ said. von Papen. The 
Treaty of Versailles had brought no real 
peace, he added ; it obviously did not desire 
to do so, for it did not even. bear the 
name of a peace treaty. 

‘* Neither by trickery nor by threat shall 
we consider ourselves bound for ever by 
the stipulations which were forced upon 
us. Our path, however, shall be the path 
of peaceful understanding, such as was 
followed in Locarno and continued in 
Lausanne. We shall follow it in order to 
establish in Europe those great principles, 
relying upon which we laid down our 
weapons in 1918.”’ 

The Chancellor concluded by declaring 
that Europe’s economic life would. never 
have péace until the great principles of 
equality and self-determination..of the 
nations were recognised and carried out in 
all respects.

The Next Move. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas’s statement confirms 
the significance of the new import duties 
which were announced yesterday; they 
spell the ruin of the Free State’s vital 
These crushing taxes will be main- 
tained so long as the Free State 
Government refuses to pay the land 
annuities—in other words, so long as 
President de Valera holds office. The 
situation, therefore, is among the most 
serious that Ireland, in all her adversities, 
ever has faced. A country which lives on 
a single market finds suddenly that it has 
gone. To-day it is non-existent, and, 
alas!® Mr. de Valera’s “' alternative 
markets ” are equally non-existent. More- 
over, the farmers’ plight is aggravated 
by the Government’s advice, always most 
confident when it is most in error. At 
the beginning of this dispute Mr. de 
Valera advised the farmers to keep their 
heads and their cattle. They kept, at 
least, their cattle, and to-day the national 
asset of a few weeks ago is a national en- 
cumbrance. It is a case of “there is no 
living with thee or without thee.” After 
next Tuesday every head of cattle exported 
from the Free State will carry a British 
tax of 40 per cent. Sale on such terms 
means bankruptcy, but, if the cattle are 
kept in Ireland, they will deteriorate 
quickly, with the same result—bankcuptcy. 
No other branch of agriculture offers any 
relief. Thirty per cent. will be the average 
tariff on the farmer’s produce, and. the 
utter loss of the Christmas poultry market 
will bring an unseasonable distress into 
thousands of rural homes. 

When a party finds itself lost in a track- 
less and waterless desert it requires from 
its official guide some more helpful state- 
ment than a mere “ We are lost and must 
make the best of it.” To-day Dail Evreann 
will turn expectant ears to the President 
of the Executive Council. It will demand 
from Mr. de Valera definite and practical 
proposals for the relief of the new situa- 
tion. Such speeches as Ministers made 
yesterday at the meeting of the Fianna 
Fail Party will not suffice. Even members 
of that party are dissatisfied with the 
Government's failure to keep its promises, 
and Mr. 8. T. O’Kelly’s artless astonish- 
ment at their discontent would be amusing 
if the country were in a mind for humour. 
Mr. de Valera’s assurances of victory will 
not suffice; his call to further sacrifices 
will find no response in the nation’s weary 
heart. ‘‘Subdue your appetites, my 
dears,’’ said Mr. Squeers to his boys, “and 
you've conquered human natur’,’’ In the 
Free State, as at Dotheboys Hall, such 
high exhortation will bring no balm to 
hungry stomachs. How does Mr. de 
Valera propose to prop the nation’s falling 
trade, to help the unemployed, to save 
the almost desperate farmer, to prevent 
the increase of taxation to ruinous heights ? 
How does he propose to collect the land 
annuities from empty pockets? If he fore- 
goes their collection, how will he safeguard 
the farmer’s title to lands on which hosts 
men already are casting

Mr. de Valera always has been con- 
scientious about his ‘‘ mandate.’’ He 
said again yesterday that he would not 
allow himself to be forced. beyond its 
limits, and he must be strictly loyal to 
this undertaking. His Government has 
brought the Free State to the edge of 
ruin, but at the last general election the 
country gave him no mandate for ruin. 
Under his existing mandate, therefore, 
Mr. de Valera is bound to produce imme- 
diately a constructive programme, which 
will nullify the disastrous effects of his 
economic war, If he unfolds such a pro- 
gramme, the country will consider it on its 
merits, without partisanship. If he has 
no such programme, the alternatives, so 
long as he remains in office, are these—a 
Free State technically in the British 
Commonwealth, but economically an out- 
cast from it; and a _ twenty-six county 
Republic, which would be also an 
economic outcast from the British Com-' 
monwealth, Neither the outcast Dominion 
nor the outcast Republic could hope to be 
self-supporting or to furnish the barest 
means of life for its population. There is 
a third policy which Mr. de Valera stead- 
fastly abjures, and will continue to abjure 
—that the Free State, keeping her pacts 
with England, shall return forthwith to 
her full economic partnership in the 
British Commonwealth. The door, as 
Mr. Thomas said yesterday, remains 
open. Since the present situation is 
impossible, the time surely has come

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‘| Duce to his heart. It does mean that the 


game of European politics has taken a 
new turn. The French Foreign Office has 
its ear fairly close to the ground, and it 
realises that Italy, far from. collapsing 
under the iron rule of Signor Mussolini, 
has become a Power that cannot be left 
out of the reckoning. Whatever may be 
thought of the Fascist methods, they cer- 
tainly have been effective. Italy to-day 
is a transformed country, and her affilia- 
tions in the European concert have be- 
come a matter of the utmost importance 
to France. There have been many com- 
ings and goings of late between Berlin 
and Rome. Signor Mussolini has not 
hesitated to express his entire approval 
of Germiany’s stand on the disarmament 
question, and all competent observers of 
the political. game have recognised for 
some time past that Italy was being 
thrown into Germany’s arms. France has 
sought on every possible occasion to 
thwart Signor Mussolini’s policy. She 
has pampered »the Yugo-Slavs, and on 
more than one occasion there has been 
dangerous tension between Paris and 
Rome. France, whose guiding principle 
is Realpolitik, seems to have decided now 
to pay court to Italy. Negotiations have 
been resumed on the problem of naval 
strengths in the Mediterranean, and Mr. 
Norman Davis, the American delegate to 
the Disarmament Conference, has been 
acting as a mediator between jthe French 
and Italian Governments. An agreement 
between France and Italy would be wel- 
comed nowhere more warmly than in 
London, and the British Foreign Office 
may be trusted to encourage it in every 
possible way. Of course, M. Herriot’s 
gestures of good-will will not be misin- 
terpreted by Signor Mussolini, who has 
no illusions in political matters. Probably, 
he will be ready to reciprocate French 
friendship on his own terms ; and, if Paris 
offers him more than Berlin, a Franco- 
Italian entenfe may be arranged. Inter- 
national politics are a rather sordid 
business, in which altruism plays no part. 
National friendships are based solely on 
considerations of material gain ; and, four- 
teen years after the Armistice, secret 
diplomacy ‘still rules the earth. 
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**Rat Week.” 


“ Rat Week’’ began in England on 
Monday, and throughout the country 
strenuous efforts are being made to combat 
the increasing depredations of rats. It is 
estimated that there are some 40,000,000 
rats in England, and they do damage to 
the extent of millions of pounds every 
year. During “ Rat Week ” much is 
done to fight against the pest ; but, accord- 
ing to officials of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, out of some 700 local authorities only 
about half show any interest in the 
problem during the remainder of the year. 
Nothing but steady and concerted action 
can solve the rat problem—if, indeed, it 
ever can be solved. Not only in England, 
but also in Ireland, rats abound. In the 
cities and towns they do serious injury to 
foodstuffs and property, and they act also 
as carriers of all sorts of diseases. From 
the earliest times rats have been recognised 
as fhe enemies of mankind; and, . if 
everybody would decide to take ‘‘ Rat 
Week ”’ seriously, there is no doubt that 
much progress could be made. Dogs, 
traps and poison are the most effective 
weapons against the rat, and the local 
authorities in England are making exten- 
sive use of them all. In Ireland local 
authorities are slack. There is no 
popular zeal for the extermination of 
vermin, and some parts of the country 
are infested with rats. The days of 
the Pied Piper are past. Nowadays 
scientific methods must be adopted if any 
progress is to be made, and it is high time 
that people in Ireland should realise the 
damage that is being done to their 
property. It would be interesting to know 
how much money is lost every year through 
the activities of rats in Ireland. We are 
sure that the figure would run into 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. 


An Empire’s Voice. 


The British Broadcasting Corporation's 
plans for a system of Empire broadcasting 
are now virtually complete. For the 
purposes of this system the Empire has 
been divided into five zones. The first in- 
cludes Australia, New Zealand and the 
Pacific Islands. The Asiatic possessions 
constitute the second zone. In the third 
are East Africa and the Near East: the 
fourth comprises West Africa, the Falk- 
land Islands and, possibly, South 
America, while the fifth zone covers 
Canada, the West Indies, Honduras and 
all places in their vicinity. A daily pro- 
gramme, lasting for tworhours, will be 
despatched to every zone; and the B.B.C. 
Hopes that in time every part of the 
Empire will receive a programme adapted 
to its own requirements. Short-wave 
transmission, of course, will be needed to 
reach districts so remote. Until the 
services are in full working order they will 
be entirely, as we understand, a matter 
for the B.B.C., which will finance them 
and will arrange the programmes. Later, 
however, the Dominions are expected to 
take a hand in the financing, when, of 
course, they will have a voice in the selec- 
tion of the programmes. We hope that the 
Free State will not stand aloof. Ireland's 
exiles are scattered over every part of the 
world ; no région of the Empire is without 
men who are hungry for-contact with the 
country of their birth. It is not hard to 
picture how eagerly they would listen to 
Irish news or Irish music, which they 
seldom receive from the ordinary broad- 
casting stations. The cost of the service 
is unlikely to be large, and its power to 
sustain .the kinship of exiled Irishmen 
with their motherland would be enormous.

GAISFORD ST. LAWRENCE. 


—_—_+—— 


We regret to announce the death, in his 
7ist year, of Commander Julian Charles 
Gaisford St. Lawrence, R.N., D.L., which 
took place at his residence, Howth Castle, on 
Monday night. He had bten in ill-health for 
over a year, the immediate cause of death 
being pneumonia. 

Mr. Gaisford St. Lawrence was born on 
March 28th, 1862, being the son of Thomas 
Gaisford, of Offington, and Lady Emily St. 
Lawrence daughter of the third Earl! of 
Howth. He was educated at the Oratory 
School and at the Royal Naval College. He 
left the Navy in 1887. Later he became Com- 
mander, R.N., on the Emergency List, and 
during the Great War was in charge of the 
Coast Defence of the Irish coast up to 
Greenore, and took a leading part in recruit- 
ing and other war works and charities. 

> 1889 he married Bertha, eldest daughter 
of Francis Riddell, of burn Grange, 
Northumberland. He was called to the Bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1891. In 1898 he suc- 
ceeded his father, and resided at Offington, 
Sussex, until he came to Ireland in 1909. 
When in England he served on the West 
Sussex County Council for six years and ou 
the Sussex Association for Territorial Forces, 
and was a J.P. He took a great interest in 
his farm, garden and library, and in local 
affairs. 

In 1909 he succeeded to the estates of his 
uncle, the fourth Earl of Howth, and as- 
sumed, by Royal licence, the additional name 
and arms of St. Lawrence. On taking up 
his residence: at Howth he employed Sir 
Edwin Lutyens to renovate and add to Howth 
Castle. He was J.P. and D.L. for County 
Dublin, and High Sheriff in 1916. 

After the War he resided continuously at 
Howth Castle. He was a large giver to Roman 
Catholic and other charities, and took a 
great interest in unemployed ex-soldiers. He 
interviewed them personally and gave them 
help or work. 

In his early days he was a keen cricketer, 
and in Warwickshire, Sussex and Iveland was 
always a keen rider to hounds. He enjoyed 
watching a first-class cricket match. He was 
also a keen fisherman, and was greatly in- 
terested in his garden, especially in the 
rhododendrons, for which Howth is famous. 
He effected great improvements in the 
estate, and put in many new rhododendrons. 
He was also much interested in his library, 
which he partly inherited from his grand- 
father, who was Dean of Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, and Regius Professor of Greek. 

Mr. Gaisford St. Lawrence leaves three 
sons and four daughters. The eldest son, 
Thomas, who now succeeds his father, was 
born in 1890, educated at the Oratory School, 
Christ Church, Oxford, and the Royal Agri- 
cultural College, Cirencester. He was in the 
Special Reserve of the British Army, 1914- 
1220, and served in France with the 2nd 
Seaforth ng | rg from 1915 to 1917, and 
was i lajor at the close of hostilities. 
He served in the English Civil Service, 1920. 
21, and became a Member of Lloyds in 1923. 
He wes Private Secretary to Sir Ed. Stubbs. 
Governor of Hong Kong, 1924-1926, and Pri-

A FURTHER meeting of the negotiat- 

ing committee of the Irish railways 

was held in Dublin yesterday, when the 
application of the Associated Irish Rail- 
way Companies for reductions in salaries 
and wages was again considered by the 
representatives of the railway companies 
and the Railway Trades Unions, but no 
agreement was reached, 

The matter is being referred to the Irish 

Railways Wages Board for consideration. 

The following are the terms of the rail. 
way companies’ application :— 
(a) Rates of pay of all grades embraced 
in the scheme of machinery of 
negotiation—t.e., conciliation grades 
(excluding juniors); station masteis 
and goods agents; male and female 
clerks (including those employed in 
the Irish Railway Clearing House) 
and supervisors whose rates of pay 
are fixed by agreement, to be reduced 
to the level of 15 per cent. below the 
rates in operation prior to May 9th, 
1931, in two instalments as follows :— 
(1) A reduction of 10 per cent. to take 
effect from the commencement of 
the first full pay period following 
26th November, 1932. 

(2) The further reduction of 5 per 

‘ cent. to take effect from the com- 

mencement of the first full pay 
period following the 27th May, 
1933.

SETTLEMENT ARRIVED AT. 


The failure of the Irish Railway 
Negotiating Committee to come to an 
agreement yesterday regarding’ the 
associated companies’ demands for wage 
reductions was off-set later in the day 
by the announcement that an agreement 
had been. reached between the Great 
Southern Railways Company and the trade 
unions concerned upon the question of 
the future conditions of the railway shop 
men at Inchicore and Broadstone. 

Details of the settlement will not be 
announced until certain matters of a 
minor character have been cleared up 
and until the unions have been in con- 
sultation with their members. It is under- 
stood, however, that the basis of settle 
ment is essentially the same as that 
mentioned following the railway shop- 
men’s tweeting on Sunday last. 

Upwards of 1,900 men were affected by 
these negotiations. 

A meeting of the engineering group in 
the Dublin Trades Union Council was 
held last night. 

Complaints regarding the importation 
of labour and the non-payment cf trade 
union rates on Government and muni- 
cipal contracts were referred to the 
Executive Committee.

In many parts of the country the voting 
promised to surpass the record of 1928. 
The early returns from the smaller towns 
follow the lines expected. 

President Hoover led throughout the day 
in Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Kan- 
sas, while Governor Franklin Rooseveit 
was ahead in the Southern States. It 
was very soon known that the Democrats 
had polled heavily in Missouri and 
Alabama. 

Governor Roosevelt slept late this morn- 
ing, and took his breakfast in bed. Then 
he made a tour of his estate in his car, 
which is equipped with special hand con- 
trols permitting him to shift the gears 
without using his feet. The Democratic 
candidate is recovering from infantile 
paralysis affecting his legs. He voted at 
the little town hall at Hyde Park, New 
York, and then set out for New York 
City. 

President Hoover, on his way to 
Paloalto, where arrangements have been 
made for him to ride in an open car at 
the head of a procession, declared that 
throughout the campaign he had been 
the subject of ‘‘ unceasing misrepresenta. 
tion by the Hearst Press.’’ 

Al. Smith, Democrat candidate, who 
went down to Mr. Hoover in the last 
Presidential election, was wearing his 
famous brown bowler hat when he went 
to the polling booth, accompanied by his 
wife. On leaving the booth, he said that 
he was impressed by the sight of girls 
working at the polls now, whereas fcrmerly 
men only were engaged. 
early, but said “I forget’’ when 
questioned as to his decision. 

The Election Frauds Bureau of Mr. 
Hoover’s Engineer Committee 
thousands of reports of alleged frauds at 
the poll ranging from intimidation to 
jostling of voters to prevent them record- 
ing their votes. During the first hour the 
complaints were received at the rate of ten 
a minute. The chairman of the bureau 
had received 10,000 complaints up to 
1 p.m. Though a number of arrests were 
made there were no serious disturbances. 


A DILEMMA. 

The large twenty by twenty-nine inches 
voting papers of Camden, New Jersey, 
early threatened to fill the boxes, and an 
emergency measure had to be decided on. 
Many requests were made to the Supreme 
Court Judge, who gave authority to. the 
City Clerk to open the boxes, push down 
the papers, and then lock them again. 

The crush of early voters in Oklahoma 
City was so ¢reat that some of the stations 
were locked for a time in order that it 
might be possible to cope with the crowds. 
Ingomplete returns from nineteen cities 
show: Roosevelt 948, Hoover 563. 

At Nall River, Massachusetts, fifteen 
voters and a policeman found themselves 
suddenly lying in a basement of a polling 
station, with a red-hot stove hanging pre- 
cariously over their heads, when a portion 
of the floor of the’ station collapsed. 
Though they were not badly hurt, the 
voters were bruised by tumbling on one 
another, but the policeman calmed them 
all and helped thei to clamber out to 
safety. 

TREMENDOUS INTEREST. 

The tremendous interest of the American 
public in the election is also shown by 
the following :— . 

Detroit—The heaviest polling in the 
history of Michigan is indicated. 

Columbus, Ohio—The heaviest vote in 
the history of Ohio is indicated. 

Chicago—Despite drizzle the people of 
Illinois are piling up a “record “” vote. 

Kansas City-—-The streets were clad 
with snow, but the booths were crowded 
out. 

Philadelphia—-Voting throughout Penn. 
sylvania was heavy, but there were nó 
disturbances.More than 200 complaints vf 
‘fraud ” were received at the Roosevelt 
Committee headquarters in the first three 
hours of the polling. The leader of the 
Democrat cause in Philadelphia declared 
that he would ask the courts to impound 
all the ballot boxes in the city, 

Indianapolis, Indiana—The sky was 
fine and clear, and nearly all citizens 
were out to record their votes. At 
Indiana Harbour two men were arrested 
and a hundred others ordered to leave the 


State until after the election. 

Among the more amusing sidelights of 
the election day, the following are samples 
from various States :— 

New York—The Democratic headquar- 
ters, Hotel Biltmore, though not crowded 
so far (ó p.m. local time), is busily en- 
gaged in cleaning up in preparation for 
Governor Roosevelt’s arrival there this 
evening. Press rooms have been reserved 
to accommodate 200 newspaper representa- 
tives. The Press Association correspon- 
dent was told—-‘‘ Every Press concern in 
the world seems to want to have its re- 
presentatives here to-night.” . 

Warm Spring, Georgia, hidden in the 
South-West Georgia hills, is more in- 
terested in the election than most places 
of its size. Governor Roosevelt first made 
it famous by visiting it regularly to take 
his rests there. The Warm Spring's 
Foundation is also here—an_ institution 
under Governor Koosevelt’s leadership, 
which affords supervised treatment for in- 
fantile paralysis. 

The polling in New York is so heavy 
that the voting machines have been re- 
cording one vote a minute since 6 a.m. 
Several polling stations are likely to re- 
main open until nine this evening, or 
three hours after the official closing ide 
Many thousands of New York voters, in 
a futile protest against Tammany, are

The Free State subsidy: on creamery 
butter will disappear as from to-day The 
Government are also contemplating 
changes in respect of other agricultural 
produce subsidies, and an important 
announcement in regard to them will be 
made shortly. 

These facts were disclosed in the fol- 
lowing ‘official communiqué issued from 
Government Buildings yesterday :— 

“The Minister for. Agriculture an- 
nounces that the present subsidi@s on 
exports of agricultural produce (except 
creamery butter) will be continued until 
a further statement on the subject is 
issued in the course of a few days. 

“As regards creamery butter the pre- 
sent subsidy will cease to be payable on 
exports on and after to-day (November 
9th). 

“An announcement will be made in the 
immediate future indicating the Govern- 
ment’s decision concerning creamery 
butter exports and home sales.”’ 

Mr. E. C, Semple, secretary of the Irish 
Creameries Association, commenting upon 
this announcement to an /rish Times re- 
presentative last night, said that it proved 
that the Executive Council had been quite 
unprepared for this latest increase of the 
tariff barrier. There were only two 
courses open now to the Government of 
the Irish Free Stauw either to find new 
markets for their agricultural produce or 
pay the difference of the British tariffs on 
farming produce exported to England. He 
hoped that a satisfactory statement wit. 
regard to creamery butter would be forth- 
coming within the present week.

LOWER PRICES FOR THE 
FARMER.

CORK, Tuesday. 

Discussing the new situation in the butter 
trade, a well known Cork exporter said to- 
night that there was only one bright spot in 
the entire situation. ‘‘If these new duties 
were imposed when the original tariffs came 
into force the result would have been much 
worse than it is now, as we are now nearing 
the end of the season.’’ He said, however, 
that this new development is going to have 
the effect of decreasing the price paid to the 
farmer by about lid. in the lb. after 
November 15th. Another unsettling aspect is 
that a large quantity of butter will not be 
shipped across the Channel now. and there 
will be: too much butter on the Irish market, 
as already big supplies have been held back 
to. meet the needs of the home consumer. 

It was pointed out that it is very hard 
on the farmers; for this year, owing to the 
dry summer, was particularly suited to the 
rearing of turkeys. The price paid for these 
birds has already been reduced by 1d. a Ib., 
and will be decreased by another 1d. when 
the additional 10 per cent. duty is imposed. 
Fortunately many live turkeys have already 
heen sent across to Norfolk, where their final 
fattening takes place before the Christmas 
markt. 

A leading exporter said that the whole 
position wes rapidly developing towards the 
complete ruin of the bacon and pig industry. 

Fairly large exports of cattle took place 
from Cork during the week-end. On Friday 
the M. VY.

SHARP DROP IN PRICES.

TIPPERARY, Tuesday. 


The new duty on live stock had a sharp 
and immediate repercussion at the Tipperary 
monthly fair to-day. There was a very large 
attendance of buyers, but trade all round was 
very poor, and of the large supply of cattle 
on offer about 60 per cent. were unsold. 
Prices in general fell far below ‘quotations 
at recent fairs. ‘A drop of 10 to 15 per cent. 
was recorded in all classes, particularly in 
the case of vattle of one and a half years old 
and upwards. With the exception of spring 
calves and a small number of milch cows, 
business was virtually at a standstill. i 
Quotations were :—First grade spring heifer 
calves, £4 10s. to £5 each, a few lots realising 
£5 10s.; other classes, £3 to £4. Prime one 
and a half years old heifers realised £8 10s. 
to £9, others £6 to £7; best two 

a half years old, £11 to £15. 
‘Old cows sold at £1 to £2 10s. each. 
First quality milch cows fetched £12 to £14 
each, and good stripper cows from £5 to £8. 
Bonkam pigs, of which there was a.good 
supply, were a very dull trade, prices vary- 
ing from 10s. to 14s. each for ten to twelve 
weeks old pigs; strong stores, 16s. to 20s. 
One hundred and one wagons of stock were 
despatched by rail. Of these, 33 wagons 
were for cross-Channei ports. It is twenty 
years since there was such a large attend- 
ance of buyers at Tipperary fair. 
At least two hundred and fifty or three 
hundred wagons would have been despatched 
in normal conditions,

TELEGRAMS STOP PURCHASES.

While the Ballyhaunis Pig Fair was in 
progress this morning the first announcenent 
of the new British tariffs, conveyed through 
the medium of the morning papers from 
Dublin, caused consternation. here was an 
insmediate falling off in the demand by 
buyers whose consignments were intended 
for export, while the prices of the early 
morning came down by at least 5s. per ewt. 
At no time did prices exceed 25s, per cwt. 
live weight, and when this figure dropped to 
as low as £1 per cwt. business came to a 
standstill. A third of the pigs were brought 
home by people, who fully understand that, 
in face of the existing tariffs, they cannot 
effect a sale at any price. 

At the Fowl Market there was a large 
supply of turkeys, geese and ducks. Turkeys, 
where sales took place, averaged 4d. and 5d.

MINISTRY. _ 


A’ NEW ELECTION 
LO BE HELD.

WICKLOW, Tuesday. 

N _the circumstances disclosed, the 
Minister is satisfied that the ratepayers 
of the urban district should now be 
afiorded an opportunity to elect a fresh 
Council, and he has accordingly decided to 
dissolve the present Council, and that a new 
election should be held as soon as the requisite 
arrangements can be made. 
Minister is arranging to appoint Mr. 
Meghen’ as temporary Commissioner. The 
Minister cannot condone the misconduct of 
the Council’s Clerk, and has given instructions 
for his removal from office. 3 

In those terms the Minister for Local 
Government has conveyed to Mr, J. J. 
Kennedy, Chairman of the Wicklow Urban 
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the recent inquiry. He stated that he had 
given careful consideration to the evidence 
elicited at the inquiry conducted by his In- 
spector, Mr. Sean Stack, into the performance 
of their duties by the Council, and he 
attached. a copy of the Inspector's report. 
The.n orders to give effect to his in- 
structions will be issued. On peouee of the 
order appointing Mr. Meghen, all official 
records and the keys of the Council’s offices 
should be handed over to him, and this com- 
munication would form portion of the official 
records of the Council. 


INSPECTOR’S REMARKS. 

In the summary of evidence, Mr. Stack 
pointed out that since the Council entered 
into office in 1928 they allowed their 
financial position to become worse each year. 
He pointed to the numerous overdrafts 
secured right up to December, 1931, while 
rates and rents outstanding and uncollected 
‘proved laxity in their financial administra- 
tion” and “would have obviated the 
necessity for obtaining overdraft.” The 
Chairman’s ev:dence as regards the AE. 
of rates would go to show that the Counc 
merely decided that a rate for each year of 
not more than a certain sum in the £ be 
struck, and in order to achieve this. result 
they omitted some items from the estimates, 
and the amounts of alterations in other items 
were finally decided by the Clerk. 

According to the evidence of Mr. James 
Everett, T.D., the Council considered each 
item of the estimates, and the Clerk (Mr. 
H. J. MacPhail) maintained that all omissions 
from and alterations to the estimates were 
the results of the Council's decisions, Income 
tax increased to £2,000 in 1930 (£850 in 1927), 
when the liabilities were transferred to 
capital, Debts were referred to as due to 
the County Council, Electricity Supply Board, 
Board of Works and Redemption Fund, and 
in the last matter no provision for repay- 
ment of £1,247 had ever been made. ay- 
ments of dividends to stockholders were 
delayed and overdue for considerable periods, 
and the only justification was shortage ol 
funds. The amounts necessary for such pay- 
ments were included in the estimates each 
year. Delays in the collection of rents and 
rates were referred to, and the Inspector 
added that no explanation was offered as to 
why the Council allowed the Wicklow 
Amusements’ Committee to take control of 
the Murrough in September, 1931, consider- 
ing that the lease had not been approved 
until March, 1932. “T consider it undesir- 
able that members of the Council should be 
interested financially in the company which 
holds the lease of the Murrough.’’ 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 

The Town Clerk was responsible to some 
extent for the Council’s present financial 

sition, the Inspector added. He did not 
include in his estimates for °31-'32-’33 any

He could not accept adequate his reasons 
for under-estimatiop’ of the sums required 
for this-fand in *fQ-'31, °31-"32.

It was clear that during the past two 
years the Council were deceived as to the 
amount of petty cash in the Clerk’s hands, 
and his statement that he did not know the 
position of that fund during three years 
showed at least carelessness in his methods, 
His method of checking rate books could not 
have been very efficient. While it was 
admitted that moneys raised by poor rate 
were used to make payments due on town 
rate funds, no record was produced to show 
authorisation by the Council. The Clerk 
did not attempt to refute evidence by 
the Counc‘l’s employé, Richard Kavanagh. 
In reference to certain payments. of 
wages and a sufficient reason was not given 
for failure to stamp National Health and 
Unemployment Insurance cards. 


COUNCIL CRITICISED. 

“The attitude adopted by the Council in 
not having made any orders on the letters 
frequently received from the Ministry dealing 
with their financial position shows a very 
considerable indifference to the state of their 
finances. It appears to me that they merely 
paid in each year those liabilities which were 
most pressing and used the town rate for that 
purpose, without regard to the purposes tor 
which that rate had been raised, hesides 
having also used some of the poor rate 
similarly. In fact, it would now appear that 
£1,400 raised by poor rate has been used for 
town rate purposes. '

“CUTS” IN THE CIVIL 
SERVICE.

The other services, 
which include the Army, teachers and 
Civic Guard, will be cut by at least ten 
per cent., and in some cases probably 
something more than that.

CATTLE TRAINS IN 
COLLISION. 


ONE ANIMAL KILLED. 

A serious collision between two special 
trains laden with cattle occurred near 
Newcomen Bridge on the Great Southern 
Railway line, Dublin, yesterday evening, 
and as a result one of the animals was 
killed, two others were badly injured, and 
traffic on the line was delayed for some 
considerable time. 

It appears that the smaller of the two 
trains, which had eight wagons full of 
cattle for the East Wall, Dublin, was 
stationary when another train of forty- 
seven wagons of cattle for Belfast ccl- 
lided with its rear. 

There was a crash. The stationary train 
was forced up the line for some distance, 
and, if it had not been for a timely jump 
for safety, the guard of the stationary train 
would have been injured. Wagons were 
derailed and smashed, the rails at the 
point were bent, and two of the wheels 
of the small train were forced under the 
sleepers. 

A breakdown gang arrived from the 
G.5.R. headquarters, and, the line having 
been Fv sea the normal traffic was 
resumed, : 


BANKER’S SON DEAD 
ON TRAIN ROOF. 


SEQUEL TO MOTOR 
ACCIDENT. 

Mr. Richard Francis Kindersley, a so» 
of Sir Robert Kindersley, the banker, was 
found dead on the roof of a coach of the 
12.5 a.m. train from Waterloo when :t 
arrived at; Farnham, Surrey, at 1.25 yes- 
terday morning. 

The body was spreadeagled across the 
roof, and the head was severely battered. 
Mr. Kindersley was 27. 

As recently as Sunday the Press 
Association was authorised to deny a state- 
ment that an engagement was shortly to 
be announced between Mr. Kindersley and 
Mrs, Coats, widow of Major J. A. Coats, 
a member of the Paisley cotton family. 

The body was found by the guard of 
the train at Farnham, the terminus for 
the train. The dead man had neither hat 
nor overcoat. 

While seeing that all the doors were 
secure the guard noticed blood on the 
handle of a compartment door and then 
saw blood on the footboard. The coach, 
a corridor one, was the second from the 
engine. An examination of the track re- 
vealed a trail of blood, beginning at a 
bridge over the line about one and a half 
miles on the Brookwood side of North 
Camp Station. 

Mr. Kindersley’s injuries are consistent 
with having been struck by a bridge while 
lying, or crouching, on top of the train. 

Sir Robert Kindersley told a reporter 
yesterday that his son was involved in a 
motor accident near Brookwood on Monday 
" AÍ and was suffering from concussion. 
_ 4t 1s considered likely that while suffer- 
ing from the effects of the accident he 
wandered along the track and clambered 
to the roof of the coach while the train was 
stationary. 

_““ My son,” continued Sir Robert, “ was 
living with me at our home in Grosvenor 
square. He had been staying in the 
ye á curing the week-end and dined 
with friends at Worplesdon last night. 
After dinner he went out in his car and 
was mobic | from Worplesdon to Bag- 
shot, where he was going to stay. Near

SACRIFICES. 


If they had to produce certain things at 
a loss—and they might have to face that 
situation—the community would have to 
stand in and make good the difference 
to the individual producer. 

They had got to make up their minds that 
everything that was not a fundamental 
necessary of. life ought to be done without. 
People who said they had no plan forget 
that they had a definite objective. For 
attaining this objective the Government 
would require the co-operation of every 
member of the community. They might not 
get that from everyone, but he hoped that 
the majority of the people they represented 
would help them in the struggle to maintain 
their rights, 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE, 


He went on to advise his audience to have 
nothing to do with interference at public 
meetings, and remarked that anyone who 
intimidated an opponent was afraid of some- 
thing. They were not afraid of anything, 
and would trust the people to support them 
in securing their aim. 

He had been asked not to forget to remind 
them of their duty to the Irish language. 
This fight had not been waged in order that 
they might emerge as a sort of cheap edition 
of an English State. If the young people 
were faithful to the Irish language they would 
hot be unfaithful to the Irish nation. Once 
a nation allowed its language to die there 
was no hope of resurrecting the nation. 

In conclusion, he said that the difficulties of 
the present time were going to unite the 
people as nothing else could & If they did their 
duty and worked loyally together in the crisis 
he, thought they would thank the day that 
the British tried to coerce them by economic 
measures.

T the annual meeting of the Synod of 

A the United Dioceses of Down and Con- 
nor and Dromore, held in Belfast 

yesterday, Mr. 8. C.: Forsythe moved ‘the 

following resolution :—

representation of the United Dioeeses of 
Down and Connor.aúd Dromore on the 
General Synod, and requests that the 
necessary steps be taken to secure for this 
diocese a more equitable proportion of 
-@lerical and lay representatives on the 
General Synod.”’ 
He said that if that diocese had the same 
representation as other dioceses in the South 
of Ireland on the General Synod, they would 
have 72 clerical members, instead of 29. and 
184 lay members, instead of 69. The lay re- 
resentation for that ~- diocese was almost 
faecal, and, with the decrease in population 
of Chutch people in the South, which was 
reater portionately than that of the 
hurch clergy, the representation of laymen 
of two for each clergyman was more com- 
partively in the South than the North. 
The matter was brought forward iast year, 
when it was considéred that the time was not 
opportune; put if the matter»was not taken 
up soon he did not, believe that the Church 
people in the North would sit quietly and do 
nothing.” He suggested that the . Church 
Representative Body should set up a com- 
mittee to investigate the situation, as it would 
take a few years before a bill could be brought 
before the General Synod to remedy matters. 


HALF CHURCH P”)PULATION. 

“ I would not say that the Northern people 
will take the bit in their teeth if nothing 1s 
done, and have a kind of Boston tea party in 
the North of Ireland——”’ i 

The Lord Bishop—That would be im- 
possible. i ct a 
Proceeding, Mr. Forsythe asked: Was at 
equitable that a diocese with half. the Church 
of Ireland population should have only one- 
seventh of the voting power in the General 
Synod? Was it equitable that one parish in 
that diocese with fifteen hundred people and 
one clergyman should have as much authority 
in the affairs of the General Synod as a 
parish in another part of Ireland with one- 
hundredth part of its Church population? 
The Rev. J. R. McDonald, M.A., St. 
Matthew's, Belfast, seconded the resolution. 
He déclated that the representation of that 
diocesé on the General Synod, Representative 
Body and Standing Committee were arbitrary 
and unfair. They had m the Constitution a 
table of representation which had remained in 
operation, with small changes in 1915, for the 
past sixty years. Owing to the changes ir 
the Church population that table was now 
entirely out of date. The longer the delay 
in rectifying the position the more difficult 
would it become. They did not want repre 
sentation by there numbers, but on the old 
principle laid down in the Constitution on 
the basis of the number of clergy in each 
diocese. They merely desired a fair and 
equitable basis. 


DEAN’S APPEAL. 

The Dean of Down (the Very Rev. W. P. 
Carmody, M.A.) hoped that the motion would 
not go to a vote. The case put forward by 
Mr. Forsythe—if looked upon from the point 
of view of figures—was quite .unanswerable ; 
but figures did not conwnt for everything in 
human life or in Church life. He asked them 
not to consider it from rude abstract figures, 
but, to bring human nature and Christian 
charity into the question. 

They heard that day that a sum of £75,000 
had been granted by the General Synod for 
charch extension in Belfast. Had the Gene- 
ral Synod consisted only of representatives 
of the Dioceses of Down and Connor and 
are they could not have been more 
geherous,. It would be regarded as an act 
of ingratitude if the Synod passed such a 
resolution that day. 

He would like them to consider the posi- 
tion of their friends in the South of Ireland. 
fellow-membeérs of their Church and their 
brethren. Let them consider what they 
were going through virtually crushed out in 
many places and in numbers getting smaller 
and smaller every year. If that Synod passed 
such a resolution that day they would re- 
gard it as kicking a man when he was down. 
(No, no.) 

He had twenty-five years’ experience in the 
General Synod and ‘never missed a meeting, 
and for twenty years there was never a more 
friendly feeling towards the North of Ire- 
land than there was at present. To-day 
their brethren in the South were most 
anxious to solve their church difficulties in 
the North. When the matter was last be- 
fore the General Synod the grants were 
passed entirely by people outside their Dio- 
cesan Synod. Not a member of their Synod 
found it necessary to speak in support of 
the proposals that were made. It was 
carried entirely on the initiative of the mem- 
bers from the South. 

The way to get greater representation for 
that great Northern Diocese in the General 
Synod was to try and get the .men they 
appointed on the General Synod to attend 
the meetings of that body. (Hear, hear.) 
He asked, as an act of Christian charity. 
that they should not let it go forth from 
that Synod that they wanted to score a 
point over their brethren in the South. who, 
in their hearts, did the best for the Church 
as a whole. (Hear, hear.)

| £469, while their subscriptions and donations 


amounted only to £223. For those reasons 
their continued support was earnestly sought. 


POVERTY. 

The Bishop went on to speak of “ the 
widespread poverty that now affects large 
masses of our fellow-citizens.’’ The increased 
relief granted by the Guardians would be a 
reat help; bub there were thousands of 
omes that would need all the Churches could 
do for them, Which of them could sit and 
enjoy a meal if they knew that outside of their 
door women and children were in dire want !. 
Yet that was in truth the situation, | 

“ I have lived and worked among the men 
and women of Ulster for over »forty years 
and I can certify that the heart’s desire 9 
90 per cent. of them ia Bot charity, but work, 
The men of to-day aré without work through 
no fault of their own, but becanse there is 
no work for them. If any think we. ex- 
aggerate, let them keep “in mind the state- 
ment lately made by Belfast's Medical 
Officer of Health that the infantile mortality 
of our city had seridusly increased, ‘and that, 
while it (infantile NEE last year was 
at the rate of 90 per 1,000, for this year, 
even up to October 1, it had risen to 117 
per 1,000. You, no doubt, are aware that 
a United Committee of all the Protes- 
tant Churches has been formed to deal 
as one body with this question. This is, 
indeed, a refreshing token that we Protes- 
tants are learning, even though it be through 
adversity, what we have too long failed to 
learn in prosperity—that there is a unity In 
essentials that underlies our differences. 
But, apart from such thoughts, I cannot 
doubt that we in our Church, as also those 
in our sister Churches, will respond with real 
self-sacrifice to the appeal launched by the 
United Committee. 

“Very splendid is the self-respecting 
patience of the poor. It is a constant lesson, 
and a wonder to all who know them. Let us 
not forget the noble self-sacrifice of the poor 
to each other. Let ús grasp the terrible 
meaning of the increase in the rate of in- 
fantile mortality. We are told that the death 
of these babies is due to mothers being un- 
able to procure adequate food for themselves 
and their unborn children, Also, we know 
how women without a thought will with 
splendid self-sacrifice deny themselves the 
necessaries of life to feed their children; so 
that not only the expectant mother, but the 
mother of a family of little ones, is denying 
herself that her children may not be hungry. 
No one who really knows the facts will ques- 
tion one word I say; and the facts being 
what they are, I believe that, if we give 
what only” costs us little, we will not im- 
poverish ourselves.’ 


REUNION OF THE CHURCHES. 

Mr. John Bristow, in submitting communi- 
cations from the General sá we referred to 
the resolution of the General Synod in favour 
of appointing committees in every synodical 
area for the purpose of disseminating infor. 
mation concerning, and arousing interest in, 
reunion of the Protestant Churches in Ireland. 

The question of reunion, Mr. Bristow said, 
was a very great and pressing one, Their 
chief difficulty, however, was the fact that 
nine-tenths of the people either knew nothing 
or cared nothing about the subject. A com- 


mittee had been appointed in regard to re- 


union by the General Synod, and a special 
committee had been aeoormene by the Primate, 
Those committees would report in June next, 
and meantime ho did not propose the appoint- 
ment of any committee by that Synod. After 
June next they might proceed to the appoint- 
ment of such a committee.

Reduction. 


Judge ir Consider 
Proposal.

N the Chancery Court, Belfast, to-day, in 
| the matter of Dunville and Company, 
Ltd., an application was made, in pur- 
suance of a special resolution of the com- 
pany, that the share capital should be re- 
duced from £500,000 divided into 50,000 
fully aud shares of £10 each to £250,000 
divided into 50,000 fully paid shares of £5 
each, and that such reduction should be 
effected by returning to the shareholders paid 
up capital to the extent of £5 a share, the 
50,000 fully paid shares of £5 each being sub- 
— into 250,000 fully paid shares of £1 
each, 

In the matter of William Dunville and Co., 
the reduction of capital proposed was from 
£100,000 in 10,000 shares of £10 each to 
£10,000 in 10,000 shares of £1 each, by re- 
turning £9 a share. 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., M.P., who, with 
Mr, J. D. Chambers {instructed by Mr. R. 
Wallace), appeared in support of the petition, 
said that the judge (Mr. Justice Megan) would 
recollect that on the last occasion when the 
matter was before the Court he was struck 
by the fact that the proposed reduction in 
William Dunville and Company from £100,000 
to £10.000 would leave the issued capital 
apparently disproportionate to the amount of 
the assets. e judge had given them an 
opportunity of looking into the matter to see 
whether analogous cases had received the 
sanetion\pf the Court. His solicitor had 
been in communication with people in Eng- 
land and had been supplied with particulars 
of cases which he thought would be of 
assistance to the Court. Counsel detailed the 
cases, and said that one in particular was 
almost arithmetically idential with the present 
application. 

Mr. Justice Megaw said that as so many of 
these: cases were coming before him, he 
wished before dealing with the matter, to 
consider the law on the point. He would 
also like to know the dividends paid. 

Mr. Murphy said that in the case of 
Dunville and Co., the dividends paid were :— 
1928, 10 per cent. ; 1929, 10 per cent. ; 1930, 
6 per cent. ; 1951, 6 per cent. In the case of 
William Dunville, the dividend paid in 1922 
was 21 per cent., free of tax. Before that noq 
dividend had been declared for nearly ten 
ears. Counsel said that he was informed 
that there had been no distilling during those 
years. He asked the judge to confirm the 
roposals. 

Mr. Justice Megaw—I have no doubt I will 
confirm it. I think it is necessary to go into 
the matter and state my grounds, so that I 
shall have some guidance in the future.

Tyrone Council Declines 
To Pay.

Differences which have arisen between 
Tyrone County Council and the Upper Bann 

avigation Trustees regarding the amount 
which the ee Council is liable to con- 
tribute formed the subject of a discussion 
at a meeting of the Council, when a state- 
ment of accounts was received from the 
trustees, together with a letter from Messrs. 
E. D. Atkinson and Sons, solicitors, Porta- 
down, in reference to the amount payable by 
the County Council. 

The latter stated that if the County Coun- 

cil decided not to tog for the balance due 
for the year 1932-55, and not to provide for 
the estimate for next year, as furnished, 
there would be no alternative but to place 
the matter before the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. 
. The Secretary said that if the County 
Council were bound to provide for £599, 
without taking into account previous 
balances, they would have to provide for it 
now. 

Mr. Glasgow said that they wanted to 
know whether the navigation trustees were 
oT. goods at such a low rate that they 
expec the ratepayers to make good the 
balance. The amount for Tyrone was £532, 
and for Armagh, which got far more benefit. 
the amount was only £262. He also wanted 
to know how the excessive amount of £927 
for dredging was made up. 

Mr. Duff pointed out that the assessment 
for the Bann navigation was made on a very 
old valuation, and the idea at the time was 
that Tyrone would -benefit by traffic from 
Colerainn, which never materialised. Coal- 
island, who got most benefit, was only 
assessed at one-third valuation as compared 
with Cookstown, which received no benefit, 
yet was assessed on the full valuation. 

The Council declined to pay any further 
amount,

Curtic respectfully informs the nobility 
and gentry that the small quantity of 
Sea-Kale fit for the table which he has 
to dispose of this season will, by his ap- 
pointment, be sold by Messrs. Dickson 

and Anderson, Seedsmen, Covent Garden 

Market, to whom he will continue to send 

it daily, fresh cut, for the small period it 
may last. Printed directions for dressing 
it are tied up in each bundle.”’ 

This is the first record of the native plant 
being under cultivation. Prior to that, 
however, an old gardening work reveals 
its edible quality when blanched by 
being buried by the shingle tm situ, and 
thus used by the coastal inhabitants.
